Meeker, a 38-year-old bachelor 
who was born in Minneapolis and 
raised in Chicago, noted that he 
plays a sergeant — a generally 
respected rank. The idea of play­ 
ing an officer was never consider­ 
ed, he said. 


"MY GOSH. NO.” h* laughed 
"It would destroy the series. And 
I wouldn't be able to talk to any 
of my friends."

ALTHOUGH HE has done mov­ 
ie and TV parts regularly, he 
good-naturedly admitted he's done

he said. "One died in Philadel­ 
phia. the other-after a few per­ 
formances in New York. I find it 
very pleasant to be collecting this 
money now.” 


MEEKER SAID that although 
he usually lives in New York, he 
disagrees with many of the young 
actors who come to Hollywood 
“to make a fast buck" nrid then 
return to the East because they 
consider it more artistic 
"I don't believe in the term 
New York actor,’ ” he said "I 
believe if you're an actor, you 
should be able to act in Podunk 
or New York or Hollywood. Of

One purpose of the legislation 
is to make clear what sorts of 
donated products and services a 
broadcaster m ust identify on the 
air as being gratuities. 
I am not certain that I follow 
the committee's 
thinking but 
I 
have drawn up some examples to 
illustrate what I think it had in 
mind. 


LET US SUPPOSE tin t the 
script for a TV mystery show. 
The Hour of Harm." calls for 
the maid to find a body in the re­ 
frigerator 
The producer of the 
Frostbite Refrigerator Co , to pro­ 
vide the icebox. 
Frostbite, of course, is hoping 
to get a plug on the program in 
exchange for this service. Unless 
this is handled right, the produc­ 
er will have to announce to the 
audience that 
Frostbite donated 
the refrigerator.
